That feeling clearly is related to the country’s great racial strug­ 
gle. To be blunt about it. a good many political figures believe that 
the N egroes, even as they are voting eight and nine to one against 


him. m ay elect Goldwater.

It m ay be fairly assum ed that m any suburban whites, feeling 


the threat of Negro advance, m ay exhibit their resentm ent and fear 


in votes for Goldwater. 
Perhaps more crucial to the election outcom e is what happens 
am ong the equally concerned urban nationality m inorities—working 


people who usually vote Dem ocratic. 
Due seasoned observer suggests that the econom ic ties which 
bind these people to the D em ocrats have been steadily weakened 
over the years. If this is so. many m ay find it easier than im agined 


to vote their anti-Negro protests. 
As for the 11-state old South, m ake no m istake about it: Rcpub- 
lican leaders have com pletely reinstated the Goldwater “ southern 
strategy” relied upon before John F. Kennedy’s assassination. 
This m eans G oldwaterites in the South believe they can take m ost 
of the 11 states for the senator, despite the fact that his opponent 
now is a Texan who speaks in fam iliar southern accents. 
A Republican with wide southern contacts sa>s Goldwater ought 
to he sure right now of Virginia, T ennessee, South Carolina and 


Florida. 
North Carolina and Arkansas are considered fair bets. too. And 
xvith A labam a’s Gov. G eorge W allace out of the race. Goldwater’s 


outlook in Alabam a and M ississippi is plainly enhanced. 
It is interesting to note that two m en—one a northern governor’s 
aide and the other a veteran southern observer—correctly forecast 
to this reporter that W allace would pull out a few days after Gold­ 
w ater w as nom inated at San Francisco. Roth believe the story of how 
this w as m anaged will m ake interesting reading som e day, though 


thev have no shred of evidence at this tim e.

CORAL 


One of our most interesting organic gem ma­ 
terials is Coral. 
Like the pearl, our other gilt 
from the sea, it has enjoyed great popularity 
through history. Prior to the middle ages, the 
securing of the rights to the coral fisheries on 
the African coasts was a matter ol considerable 
rivalry among Mediterranean communities. B e­ 
fore the 16th century control was held by Italy 
whose artisans valued coral for their intricate 
cameo carvings. La ter the French gained mon­ 
opoly, before it passed into the hands ol the 
British for a time. 


In ancient Greece, Coral was associated 
with the legend of Medusa. 
It was told tha t 
Perseus, a fter cutting of 1 the Gorgon’s head, 
stopjied to wash his hands in the sea 
He laid 
the head writhing with snakes upon a batch of 
green vegetation, and supposedly, the blood 
turned the grasses to a red stone. 


Gemologieally, Coral is composed of the 
hard skeletons of various marine organisms. 
The color most in demand is the red, or “ox 
blood” coral. 
Other shades range from pale 
pink to deep red, but both white and black coral 
are also highly prized. 
Coral is now used a 
great deal with pearls and gold in necklace; . al­ 
though the Orientals carve many objects of a rt 
out of large stalks of coral. 
It is also used 
quite often for fine Rosary beads. 


The American Gem Society tells us that 
among the Romans, branches of Coral were 
hung around children’s necks to preserve them 
from danger. It was also thought that Coral 
would drive away ghosts, illusions, dreams, 
lightning and tempests.

Six aut omobiles were moving east on the 
Ap p el Quay alongside the riv er on their way 
from the railroad station to the City Hall. In 
the second one, an op en touring car with its 
canv as roof folded back, were the Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, heir to the Austrian throne, 
and his beloved morganatic wife Sop hie. They 
bowed and smiled at the rather unresp onsiv e 
p eop le lining the sidewalks. The sun was 
shining; the weather was warm; the time was 
shortly after 10 a.m. on Sunday , June 28 , 19 14. 
Sev en y oung Serbian would-be assassins 
were dep loy ed along the route. When the roy al 
car p assed the first one. he lost his nerv e and 
did not reach for the small bomb hidden in 
his coat. The second man 'was not so timid. 
He took out the effective, gov ernment-made 
dev ice, knocked off its p rotectiv e top . and 
threw the bomb at the Archduke. The driv er 
heard the sound of the cap being knocked off 
and turned around in time to see an object

coming toward the car. He pushed on t he 
gas, and the heav y v ehicle mov ed f orward 
just enough to sp oil the assassin’s aim. The 
bomb landed on the folded 
canvas t op, 
bounced off and ex p loded 
in t he st reet , 
wounding many p eop le and wrecking t he next 
car. 
That was Attemp t No. 1—unsuccessful. The 
Archduke was unhurt, although 
his car had 
been hit by sev eral bomb fragments, one of 
which had scratched his wife’s face. 
The Archduke did not like being a target 
and was rather nasty about it when the May or 
receiv ed him at City Hall. “Outrageous!” he 
muttered about the bomb-throwing incident. 
The ceremony was necessarily brief, and the 
roy al car started back again, this time t o visit 
the hosp ital where an officer wounded by t he 
bomb had been taken. The shortest way was t o 
retrace the route. A nobleman insist ed on 


st anding on t he lef t - hand Tunning board t o 
prot ect t he royal couple f roili t hat side. 
The chauf f eur f ollowed t ile Mayor’ s car, but 
t he driver of t hat vehicle bad not been t old 
t hat t he rout e was t o be t he same as bef ore. 
When he came t o a t urn- of f ; which was not t o 
be used, t here was a mixup, ¡ and bot h cars had 
t o st op and back up. By so t ne st range coinci­ 
dence, one of t he conspirat ors, a yout h named 
Cavrilo Princip, happened! t o be st anding 
t here. He pulled out his revolver, advanced 
t oward t he car, and f ired t kvo shot s. 
One st ruck t he Archduke) in t he neck; t he 
ot her penet rat ed his wif e’ s abdomen. They 
were conscious long enough f or him t o cry; 
“Sophie, don’ t die! St ay alive f or our chil­ 
dren’ s sake.” 
But bot h were dead wit h&'n t he hour, and 
wit h t hem died t he Europe t of emperors and 
kings.
